To see if the town will vote to appoint agents 
for the care of the Town cemeteries.

Article 4. To see if the town will vote to authorize its 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
in anticipation of the revenue of the current financial year. 

Voted, that the Town’ Treasurer with the approval of the 
Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow money from 
time to time in anticipation of revenue of the financial year be- 
ginning January Ist, 1925, and to issue a note or notes therefor 
payable within one year, any debt or debts incurred under this 
vote to be paid from revenue of said financial year. Voted 
unanimous, quorum being present. 

Article 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to contract with the Cape and Vineyard Electric Com- 
pany to light the streets for the coming years or take any other 
action thereon. 

Voted, that they be so authorized, and $11,150 be appropri- 
ated. 

Article 6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to settle claims and suits against the town which are 
pending or may arise against the town and to fix a definite 
amount which may be used by the board for the purpose or take 
any other action thereon.

Article 23. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1500 to harden Chapel Park Avenue, Falmouth 
Heights, with whatever material the Highway Surveyor may 
deem best. On petition of Charles 8. Baker and others. 

Voted, to be referred to next annual town meeting. 

Article 24. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $4000 to harden with suitable material Elm Road from the end 
of Elm Avenue to the intersection with the Shore Drive near the 
Oyster Pond Crossing. On petition of Lewis C. Weeks and 
others. 

Voted, that $4000 be raised and appropriated. 

Article 25. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $4000 to improve West Falmouth Harbor by 
dredging and building another breakwater on the north side, 
no part of this sum to be expended until the summer residents 
and citizens contribute the sum of $5,200, the State not being 
willing to undertake the improvements until at least one quarter 
of the total expense, ($36,825.) is assumed by the town or resi- 
dents. On petition of Sumner Crosby and others. 
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Voted, that $4000 be raised and appropriated, under condi- 
tions specified. 

Article 26. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $1500 to purchase land for a Dumping Ground and a burn- 
er for the disposal of garbage. On petition of the Board of 
Health. 

Voted, that $1,500 be raised and appropriated for above, 
213 affirmative, 3 negative. 

Article 27. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of one thousand ($1000.00) dollars to curb with 
cement, Grand Avenue, on the South side, along Vineyard Sound, 
or take any other action thereon. On petition of the Park Com- 
missioners. 

Voted, that $500 be raised and appropriated to build eurb 
connecting two sections of curb already in place, and that abut- 
ters be assessed 50 per cent of the cost where curb will be oppo- 
site private property. 

Article 28. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of

to be done under the direction of the Board of Fire Engineers. 
On petition of James McInnis and others. 

Voted, that the sum of $2,500.00 be raised and appropri- 
ated for the purpose of extending the Gamewell Fire Alarm Sys- 
tem through Quissett, to and including the Village of Woods 
Hole. To purchase and install the necessary fire alarm boxes, 
apparatus, loops and equipment to connect the fire station at 
Woods Hole with the center. That this work be done under the 
direction of the Chief of the Fire Department, and the money 
to be added to the Fire Department’s general appropriation. 
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Unanimous vote. 

Article 30. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $2500 to harden and resurface Gardner Road, 
Woods Hole, distance approximately 1200 feet, with such materi- 
al as in the opinion of the Highway Surveyor seems desirable.

To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $2,000.00 to sealcoat the unfinished work of 
last year. By request of the Highway Surveyor. 

Voted, that $2,000 be raised and appropriated, money to be 
taken from the General Highways appropriation. 

Article 33. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $3,000.00 for grading and hardening Locust Field Road. 
By request of the Highway Surveyor. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate $1,000 for the above.

Voted, that the town raise and appropriate the sum of $100 
to purchase equipment for fighting forest fire, and that the same 
to be purchased by the Forest Fire Warden. 

Article 40. To see of the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to place an electric light near the residence of W. S. Baker in 
East Falmouth. On petition of W. 8. Baker. 

Voted, that the Selectmen be authorized to re-arrange the 
poles and lights on W. 8. Baker’s road in East Falmouth. 

Article 41. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $390.50 to reimburse Charles T. Eastman for surfac- 
ing the town’s way to Shiverick’s Pond. On petition of Charles 
T, Eastman and others. 

Voted, that $150 be raised and appropriated for above. 

Article 42. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1000 to curb Main Street, from Eel Pond Bridge to 
East Street; East Street to the wharf on west side of Hel Pond, 
Dr. F. R. Lillie on behalf of the M. B. L. Society, agreeing to 
assume one half of the expense. On petition of the Highway 
Surveyor. 

Voted, that $1000 be raised and appropriated. 

Article 43. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
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priate the sum of $16,000.00 and the interest which may be re- 
ceived on the deposit with the Falmouth National Bank, for the — 
purpose of completing and equipping the Junior High School 
Building; of which amount $4,232.83 is to be taken from the 
Treasurer’s balance (this being a sum equal to the premium and 
interest to Dec. 31, 1924, received from the financing of the 
Junior High School bonds) and the balance to be raised in the 
tax levy of the current year; or take any other action thereon; 
or make any other provisions for raising and paying any appro- 
priation under this article. On petition of Junior High School 
Building Committee. 

Voted, that the sum of $16,000.00 be raised and appropri- 
ated for the purpose of completing and equipping the Junior 
High School Building in the village of Falmouth, that of this 
amount $2,000 be raised in the tax levy of the current year, and 
$2000 be taken from the funds in hands of the town treasurer, 
and the balance of $12,000 be raised by issuing notes, bonds or

To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the necessary amount of money for the purpose of installing a 
ten (10) inch water main from a point near the residence of 
Judge Robb in Sippewissett to connect with the present ten (10) 
inch water main at a point near the residence of Charles H. Eld- 
red in Quissett, the estimated expense being $30,000, to be raised 
in part by notes or bonds of the town issued in legal form there- 
for; or take other action in this matter. 

Voted, that thirty thousand dollars be raised and appropri- 
ated for the purpose of installing a ten-inch water main from 
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a point near the residence of Judge Robb in Sippewissett to con- 
nect with the present ten-inch water main at a point near the 
residence of Charles H. Eldred in Quissett, that of this amount 
$2000 be raised in the tax levy of this year and the balance of 
$28,000 be raised by issuing notes or bonds of the town in legal 
form therefor; such notes or bonds to be countersigned by the 
Water Commissioners and to be payable $2000 annually begin- 
ning one year from the date of their issue, the rate of interest 
to be left to the determination of the Town Treasurer.

5. In ease of fire, the fire department, their officers and 
members with their machines and equipment shall have the right 
of way in all public streets and ways of the town as against all 
other persons, and no person shall hinder or obstruct them in 
free passage therein, nor drive over any hose lines belonging 
to the department with any vehicle of any description, or remove, 
injure or in any manner disturb the members thereof, 
their machines, hose or equipment when stationed or laid at a 
fire, except under the sole direction of the officer in command 
of the Fire Department. 

6. Any person violating any of the provisions of these by- 
laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
twenty dollars. 

7. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be present 
at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers of the Police 
Department, for such duty to enforce the above regulations. 

Voted, that town adopt the following regulations as By- 
Laws as acting under the authority granted under Chapter 48, 
Section 54 of the General Laws. 

Article 82. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to take such measures as may be necessary to effect

Voted, refer the same to the next annual town meeting, the 
planning board appointed as a committee to report at the next 
annual town meeting. 

Article 6. To see if the town will authorize the Park Com- 
missioners to spend what money is necessary to repair casino 
and wharf, the same taken from the $2500 already appropriated. 

Voted, the article accepted with amendment :—that the vote 
passed at the annual town meeting relating to the use of $2500 
for repairs at the Casino be rescinded so far as it prohibits the 
spending of the $2500 until after the taking of the land and 
that the Park Commissioners be now authorized to spend $500 
of that $2500 for repairs and improvements to the casino,

brought in at the next annual Town Meeting. 

Article 11. To see if the town will authorize the School 
Committee to establish and maintain State Aided Voeational 
Education in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 74 of 
the General Laws and acts amendatory or dependent thereon. 
On petition of School Committee. 

Voted, that the Town does authorize the School Committee 
to establish and maintain State Aided Vocational Education in 
Accordance with the provisions of Chapter 74 of the General 
Laws and acts amendatory or dependent thereon. 

Article 12. To see if the town will authorize the Building 
Committee for the Junior High School to use the amount of 
money they have received as a premium on the sale of the 
school bonds and the amount which they may receive in interest 
from the Falmouth National Bank on the deposit with said bank 
for equipment for the Junior High School building. On petition 
of Building Committee. 

Voted, indefinitely postponed. 

Article 13. To see if the town will accept the provisions 
of Section 12 of Chapter 40 of the General Laws. (This section 
in substance authorizes any town which accepts it to acquire 
land, and erect, repair and maintain buildings, for use as pub- 
lic baths or bathing places and to regulate and control such 
land and buildings.) On petition of Selectmen. 

Voted, that the same be accepted. 

Article 14. To see if the town will accept the layouts made 
by the Selectmen, of Boston Avenue, Falmouth Heights; Hyatt 
Road, Woods Hole; Agassiz Road, Woods Hole; Brooks’ Road, 
Woods Hole; Minot Road, Woods Hole; Clapp Road, Woods 
Hole; Gansett Road, Woods Hole. On petition of the Selectmen. 
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Voted, that the above be accepted. 

Article 15. To see if the town will purchase or take by 
eminent domain, for school purposes, a parcel of land with 
buildings thereon known as the Henry Clay Lewis Homestnad 
property and raise and appropriate a sum of money therefor, 
or take any other action thereon under this article. On petition 
of the School Building Committee. 

Voted, that the Selectmen be instructed to obtain if possible 
an option on the property until March 1, 1925, and that $100 be 
raised and appropriated to cover the expenses.

Voted, that the Water Commissioners be allowed to expend 
an additional sum of $1000 for minor extensions under a 9% 
guaranty, the unexpended balance of the appropriations for 
extensions made at the annual meeting be applied for this pur- 
pose. r 

Article 15. To see if the town will appoint a committee to 
confer with the School Committee in relation to the town ob- 
taining a parking space in the rear of the Grammar School on 
Main Street with authority to obtain legislative action if neces- 
sary and report at the next annual meeting with full details as 
to the taking of land and estimated costs, or take any other 
action in relation to this matter. On petition of G. W. Jones 
and others. 

Voted, indefinitely postponed. 

Article 19. To see if the town will accept the provisions of 
Chapter 41, Section 73, of the General Laws relating to the 
Selectmen being a Board of Survey. On petition of the Select- 


men. 


Voted, that the above provisions (article) be accepted. 
At 10 o’clock and 30 minutes all business of the meeting 
had been completed. Voted, that the meeting be dissolved.

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REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS 


The Water Commissioners submit the following report for 
the year 1924. 

The prolonged: drought during the summer taxed the plant 
to its utmost capacity, and even then we were unable to render 
satisfactory service in the Woods Hole-Quissett division. We 
were obliged to forbid the use of automatic sprinklers to pre- 
vent waste of water. We propose to adopt a rule limiting such 
use in the future. 

We have in previous reports stated that the plant has ex- 
panded to such an extent that the present equipment is unable 
to insure adequate pressure for domestic and fire purposes. 

The N. E. Insurance Exchange submitted to us a plan for 
needed improvements. This plan called for so large an expenditure 
that we submitted it with our own suggestions to our Consulting 
Engineer whose report does not differ greatly from the one sub- 
mitted by the Insurance Exchange. We publish herewith a con- 
densed copy of this latter report. It will be noticed that the 
estimated cost of these improvements is $288,000 without en- 
gineering and incidental expenses which would probably raise 
the amount to about $400,000. 

In our opinion these improvements should cover.a.period of 
several years. 

We feel that the situation at Woods Hole demands earliest 
action. We submit our recommendations at the close of this 
report. 

In accordance with the vote of the town we have relocated 
the main on the road leading to Chappaquoit at a cost of $2,950.25 
and have laid a new extension. on the Island Road at West Fal- 
mouth at a cost of $1,467.42 and one on Grand Avenue at Fal- 
mouth Heights costing $3,743.84. The total appropriations for 
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these extensions were $9,600.00. The total cost $8,161.51, leav- 
ing a balance of $1,438.49. $1,000 of this was transferred to the 
Minor Extension Account, at a special town meeting. The 
total cost of minor extensions was $3,730.93, appropriations $4,660, 
leaving a batence of $269.07. These two balances awom+éing to 
$707.56 has been returned to the town treasurer. 

101 new services have ‘been added during the year. 


RECOMMEMDATIONS i 


In accordance with the suggestion of the engineer we re- 
commend the installation of Altitude Valves at the standpipes 
and a recording system at the pumping station at an estimated 
cost of $5,000. 

We also recommend a ten inch main from a point near the 
residence of Judge Robb in Sippewissett to connect with the ten 
inch main at the conner near the residence of C. H. Eldred in 
Quissett. Estimated cost $30,000. 

We believe that these improvements will remedy the situ- 
ation until such time as we can carry out the balance of the re- 
commendations of the Engineers. 

Much property is being developed on Elm Avenue, and we 
recommend an eight inch extension on that line under a 9% 
guaranty. The estimated cost is $8,000. 

We were instructed by the last annual meeting to make 
careful estimate of the cost of an extension to and through Silver 
Beach and the income to be derived from such extension. 

We have attended to that duty and report the estimated 
eost to be $30,000; The income in sight $800. We understand 
that several new houses are to be erected in the near future. 

If this extension is authorized we think it wise that a branch 
should be laid to Wild Harbor which is now supplied by a pri- 
vately owned 2-inch line. The income to be derived from this 
branch would be equal to the 9%. Cost of this extension esti- 
mated, $8,500. i 
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A petition has been received for an extension to Fresh Pond, 
a distance of 7920 feet, at an estimated cost for a six inch pipe 
$17,000. Income in sight $144.00.

ENGINEER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Water Commissioners: 
Dear Sirs :— 
Engine Room 

The valve chest on the large air pump was sent away to be 
rebored and fitted with a new valve and rings. 

The water end of the large pump was examined, and some 
new valves put in. No repairs were needed on the steam end. 

The small pumps are now 28 years old; should be replaced 
with some larger unit. They are now too small to take the place 
of the large pump in event of an accident to that one, the money 
spent to keep them in repair should go toward a more economical 
type of pumping unit. 

Reports that I receive from other water boards, say that 
their high duty pump cuts the fuel bill in half. In 1924 we 
burned 342 tons of coal, this year we will burn more. If we can 
save one half of 342 tons, and we are paying $10.25 per ton, the 
saving would approximate $1,750.00. 

Boiler Room 

The boilers are operating with their usual efficiency. The 
inspector reports no sign of corrosion.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The Selectmen herewith submit their annual report for the 
year 1925. 

The annual meeting instructed the Selectmen to petition the 
County Commissioners to make a widening of Main Street oppo- 
site the town’s property which was done with the result that the 
street from the Malchman Bro. Block east to the Lewis Heirs’ 
property is in fine condition, a wide, smooth street with a safe 
pleasant ample walk under the old Elm trees, making a great 
improvement. We believe that the widening has proved to be 
all that was anticipated and more. 

The blanket form of insurance on the town buildings and 
‘contents has been successfully placed as ordered. The now to 
‘be determined by the town is this: ‘‘Should the town expend 
‘this amount for insurance each year, or should it assume the 
‘risk of fire and carry its own insurance as many towns and the 
State are doing?” 

The Municipal Parking Space has been in use now long 
enough to show to the public that there has been provided in 
‘the center of the town near to shops and theatre, a neat, safe 
and well lighted Parking Space. The only thing now lacking 
to clear the Main Street of the long line of cars parked on it 
‘is the adoption of regulations that the police can enforce to com- 
pel the public, when necessary, to use the Parking Space instead 
of the Main Street when long stops are to be made. 

The only new road layout petitioned for is the extension of 
Walker Street to the Surf Drive. The doings of the Selectmen 
will be presented to the town for action at the annual meeting. 

The Cape & Vineyard Electric Co., are now furnishing cur- 
rent for 563 year round and 105 summer lights. As was noted 
last year, the service has continued to improve during ih+ past 
year. 
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There are now pending against the town four suits, all of 
which have been entered for future trial. Robinson vs. Town 
of Falmouth, relative to award on Parking Space; H. C. Lewis 
Heirs vs. Town of Falmouth, relative to award for purchase of 
lot for New Junior High School; First National Bank of Boston, 
Trustees, Estate of Charles Whittemore vs. Town of Falmouth, 
for abatement of tax for 1925; Miss Susanne Mitchell vs. Town 
of Falmouth, for injury claimed to have been received on board 
walk at Falmouth Heights. 

The purchase of a Municipal Dumping Ground and garbage 
burner will be reported in Board of Health report. 

Deeds to the Morse and Cluett property on Surf Drive near 
the bathing casino have been obtained by the Park Commission- 
ers and placed on record.

The board has to report that the past year has been a very 
satisfactory one. Our hospital expense this year has been low 
as compared with other years. At the close of the year we had 
no patients in the Sanatorium at the expense of this department. 

Last spring the department, at the request of a large pro- 
portion of the master plumbers, had prepared (and was later 
adopted by the town), a set of Plumbing Regulations that have 
proven to work well. To show that the non-residents who are 
erecting costly summer houses appreciate the regulations, Mr. 
Condon has received several letters telling him that they have 
instructed their architects to employ only licensed plumbers. 

The Gifford Street Dumping Ground has also proved to be 
all and more than was expected. Our man in charge reports 
to us us since we have had the dump in operation, April 17th, 
there has been deposited 3296 loads of waste material and 1398 
bbls. of swill which the burner has destroyed. We have now 
made arrangements with adjoining property owners to con- 
struct a new road to the dump which will be a great advantage 
to the town’s people who use the Dumping Ground. Anyone 
who visits the dump, will, we believe, be convinced beyond doubt 
that the town at last has a dump that will last many, many 
years, conveniently located to the village and at present being 
well cared for. 

The public school buildings have again been tested for leaks 
in the sanitary plumbing and were found to be in first class con- 
dition. , 

Of the five cases of Diphtheria reported none were found 
where the Schick Test had been given, which we believe goes 
to prove the benefit derived from the test. 

Our inspector this year has again made a thorough inspec 
tion of barns and pens where cattle and swine are kept and 
found them in fair condition. 
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We wish again to extend our thanks to the medical frater- 
nity and district nurses for their co-operation.

I herewith submit for your approval the twenty-sixth annu- 
al report of the Tree Warden for the year ending December 81, 
1925. 

The first work in the spring was to clean up what remained 
of the fallen trees, from the tornado of 1924. 

A marked decrease in the number of Tent Caterpillars was 
noted through the different sections of the town. The pruning 
planting and spraying of trees was done in their due seasons. 

The shade trees throughout the town showed the effects of 
the dry spell during July and August, more especially the Elms. 
Elm Leaf Beetles were more numerous than in previous years, 
and had to be sprayed a second time to keep them under con- 
trol. 

I recommend the same appropriation as last year to carry 
on the work in this department, namely eighteen hundred dol- 
lars.

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REPORT OF MOTH SUPERINTENDENT 


I herewith submit for your approval the twenty-sixth annual 
report of the Moth Superintendent for the year ending Dee. 
81, 1925. 

The spraying season from June 2nd to July 9th was very 
favorable for this work, and we kept the sprayers going, most- 
ly every day, having always one in reserve, in case of one or 
another getting out of order. 

The spraying of the State and Town Highways is getting 
to be more of a problem every year, on account of so many auto- 
mobiles. But we used every precaution so that no serious com- 
plaint came into this office. 

In some sections of the town heavy stripping of the foliage 
was noted more especially in the Hatchville, West and North 
Falmouth sections. We managed by spraying to keep the foliage 
on the trees along the several highways in fairly good condition 
throughout the season. 

The Gypsy Moth nests were creosoted this fall as far as we 
could go with funds available. Considerable more work could 
have been done is we could have used the money expended on 
private work, and returned to the Town Treasury, namely, 
$1,000.75. 

Therefore I recommend that five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) 
be appropriated for this department for the year of 1926.

I hereunto submit the annual report and recommendations 
of your Chief of Fire Department for the year ending December 
31, 1925: 


FORCE 


The personnel of the Department consists as follows :—The 
Chief, Deputy Chief, Two District Chiefs and Three Citizens 
which constitute the Board of Fire Engineers; One Master Me- 
chanic; Seven permanent men, full paid; Six regular men, part 
time; and forty two call men, They are divided into companies 
as follows:—One Ladder Company, One Engine Company and 
Two Hose Companies. 

The Board of Engineers are :—Ray D. Wells, Chief; W. H. 
Denham, Deputy Chief; Robert A. Goffin and Albert E. Landers, 
District Chief; and Edwin J, Donnelly, Edward E. Kelley, How- 
ard L. Pierce. 


APPARATUS 


The apparatus in service is as follows: 
Two Combination Auto hose and Chemical ears.

One Chemical equipped Ladder Truck (motor). 
In Reserve: (For use by Forest Warden and Fire Dep’t). 
One double tank chemical (motor). 
One double combination chemical and hose car (motor). 
Also three hand drawn hose reels. 
One Motor Trailer for carrying hose. 
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FIRE ALARM 


Central Station: 
Compressed air whistle directly connected to the Gamewell 
system of fire alarm telegraph. Eleven street boxes consti- 
tute the outside system of transmitting an alarm. A second- 
ary system is the direct connection to all stations and some 
firemen through the means of a private switchboard installed 
by the telephone company. 

At Woods Hole: 
A large bell in ‘hose tower directly connected to the fire 
alarm system supplemented by an electric siren. This sta- 
tion is connected with the Central Station by both fire alarm 
wires and telephone. 

At North Falmouth: 
An electric siren manually operated. This station is con- 
nected with the Central Station only by telephone. 


FIRE AND LOSSES FOR 1925 


This department answered 158 alarms of fire during the year 
and rendered aid out of town in response to 5 calls. These calls 
are divided into 71 calls for building fires and 87 calls for woods 
or brush fires.

It is my sad duty to report the deaths of two firemen during 
the past year from natural causes. On January 9th C. F. Cham- 
berlain and Sept. 27th, Eugene Young, both of Hose No. 5. A 
delegation from all the companies in the department attended 
both funerals. Both men were very popular and held in high 
esteem by the entire membership of the department. 


REPORT ON DEPARTMENT ACTIVITIES 


The general activities of the department during the past year 
have been many and varied. It has become necessary for the 
Chief to expend more of his time with the department as these 
duties increase. A regular bi-weekly inspection of all commer- 
cial buildings in the town has been inaugurated for the purpose 
of reducing the fire hazard and I am pleased to report that the 
majority of property owners and tenants have co-operated with 
the department in a very satisfactory manner. These inspections 
were called for because of the adoption by the town of that por- 
tion of Chap. 148, Gen. Laws which has to do with fire preven- 
tion. 

The Fire Department have inspected all the school houses 
during the past year and witnessed the execution of the “*Hire 
Drills.’’ A few suggestions were made and the speed of getting 
the pupils out during these drills has become very satisfactory. 
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The time is now about one minute average for all schools. In the 
village grammar school and both high schools there has been 
installed an alarm system that is directly connected to the fire 
department. In case of fire this system will perform two func- 
tions :—It will notify the children, upon being operated, and oc- 
eupants of the school that the usual ‘‘fire drill’? MUST be exe- 
cuted at once and also call the fire department with apparatus. 
These boxes occupy prominent places in the halls of the schools 
and are quickly seen. Their action is so simple that a child can 
perform the operation. 

During the past year the Chief personally installed both in 
the Central Station and at Woods Hole Station No. 5 constant 
recording water pressure gauges, which have proved to be a 
very valuable addition to the department. Thus the informa- 
tion received from these gauges enables the department to know 
the water pressure and its variations at all time, day or night. 
And when a period of low pressure develops the department im- 
mediately gets in touch with the pumping station at Long pond 
to learn the cause. 

At the beginning of the year the chief of the fire department 
was appointed Forest Warden. With the approbation of the 
Board of Engineers the Ford chemical and trailer at Headquar- 
ters and the Ford Combination Truck at North Falmouth were 
withdrawn from building fire service. They were designated 
for use at forest fires. This relieved the heavy and more expen- 
sive apparatus from responding to woods and brush fires. This 
policy has been a benefit saving considerable wear and tear on 
the rest of the apparatus. The only time when this apparatus 
responds to a woods fire is when there may be some danger to 
buildings. 

There have been several incendiary fires that have occurred 
during the past year. Considerable effort has been made to as- 
certain the guilty person or persons responsible for them. Owing 
to the lack of evidence necessary to present to the Grand Jury 
for possible indictment the fire department, the police depart- 
ment, as well as the State police have been unable to meet with 
success. The serious fires that occurred from this apparent 
cause are as follows:— 

Residence Dora Nye, North Falmouth; set twice, partial. 
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Residence A. J. Nichols, Silver Beach; burn flat, total. 

Stable Judge Robb, Sippewissett; burn flat, total. 

The loss occasioned by these fires alone constituted the ma- 
jority of our fire loss for this year. 

There have been several violations of the traffic regulations 
pertaining to the fire department and two were taken to court. 
Convictions were obtained on these two cases and fines imposed. 
Since the State has incorporated practically the same regulations 
in the Statutes, the trouble the department experienced, in the 
past, has been much less. 

During the spring the Chief was ordered by the Selectmen 
to eliminate the dangerous fire hazards that existed at the vari- 
ous dumps in the town. The fire department burned them out 
and «lso several cther places where the danger of fire existed. 

On March 1s‘, two permanent firemen we .> adaed to the de- 
partment personnel at headquarters. By reason of this addition 
the fire department were able to answer over 60 per cent of the 
fire alarms witho:-t the aid v! call men. Tt is a- fact that several 
fires were not allowed to rregress or do as riuch :lamage as 
weuld have been Gone had the department been ob eed to wait 
for «all men, owing to a more prompt response available from 
permanent men. The Central station was added to this year in 
that sleeping quarters were built on the second floor and space 
provided for the chemical assigned to the forest fire work. 

A new double combination chemical and hose car was put in 
service at North Falmouth on March 7th, replacing the Ford that 
was assigned to forest fire service. 

The Fire Alarm System was extended to Woods Hole, a fire 
bell installed in the hose tower, six boxss placed upon the street 
and two tappers placed in the houses of firemen. This went into 
commission at noon, May 28th. At 8.35 that evening Box 35 was 
pulled for a fire on Millfield Street, Woods Hole. It was a need- 
less alarm but gave the system an unexpected test that proved 
inry satisfactory. William Mullen was appointed to have direct 
charge of the fire alarm system under the supervision of the 
Chief. I wish to report that the system has given very satis- 
factory results and is proving to be worth the money invested. 
Tt enables both the Central Station and Hose No. 5 to be in- 
formed of an alarm at the same time, a thing not possible by tele- 
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phone. Red lights have been installed over the boxes in the vill- 
age which meet with the requirements of the Underwriters. 

On September 15th a private telephone switchboard was in- 
stalled at Fire Headquarters. This connects directly to all fire 
stations and the houses of several of the officers of the depart- 
ment. It also connects with the residences of the members of 
the Board of Engineers. This allows Headquarters to communi- 
cate with its various stations and members directly and in a 
much shorter period of time than was possible before. There 
are now two telephone trunk lines serving headquarters from the 
telephone office and the department, because of this board, is 
able to keep one line open and free for fire calls at all times, 
something that was not possible to do under the old system. 

In as much as the telephones are installed and intended to 
be used for the transmission of emergency calls to the Fire De- 
partment, it was found that this switchboard was the only way 
to adequately handle the situation. There is an operator on duty 
at all times at the board. 

I wish to report that upon the request of the Chief of the 
Fire Department, the Selectmen asked for an inspection of the 
town and that a survey be made to determine the possibility of 
receiving a lower insurance rating for the town. This inspection 
took place in October. Many credits which had not heretofore 
been received were granted the town, but it also developed dur- 
ing the survey that several charges must be made against the town 
which practically offset the credits. These charges were due to 
inadequate volume and pressure of the water in two districts 
of the town. The most serious was found to be in Woods Hole 
and one almost as serious to be in the Falmouth Heights dis- 
trict. Specific tests showed that in some places there was not 
enough for domestic sérvice, let alone fire service. The Engin- 
eers that made the survey have furnished recommendations for 
improvement in the system and it is the understanding that the 
Water Commissioners will this coming year ask for funds to 
remedy the situation. 

During the past year the Fire Department responded to 158 
alarms and rendered assistance out of town in the number of 5 
as reported above.

I wish to report that the police department has proved to be 
of great assistance to the fire department during the past year 
and have conformed to the duty imposed by the town by-laws 
and have answered all outside alaris ot fire. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The following recommendations are made for the coming 
year and it is requested that some action be taken on them: 

First: In order to obtain the discipline and services of good 
men it is recommended that the pay of the permanent firemen 
be made equal to that of regular policemen of this town or the 
sum of $1,500 00 per annum, This pay to be granted subject to 
definite regulations similar to those in cities and towns employing 
permanent firemen. 

Second: It is recommended that the Board of Fire Engineers 
take some action in regard to granting days off to permanent 
firemen that will correspond with the requirements of the State 
law. In order to comply with these requirements and at the 
same time maintain the present strength it will be necessary to 
add one more man at headquarters. 

Third: It is recommended that a night man be secured at the 
station at Woods Hole in order that that station can respond as 
quick as Headquarters and also because few members now live 
near the station. 

Fourth: It is recommended that the four pieces of apparatus

be equipped with suitable windshields to relieve the drivers from 
the severe hardship and possible suffering in the cold winter 
’ months. 
Fifth: It is recommended that the Board of Engineers adopt 
a regular meeting night to be held either monthly or every other 
month during the year and at those meetings all matters of the 
department be taken care of. This is recommended because it 
will relieve the Chief of having to make a tentative decision for 
the board to act on later,

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE 
JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING 
JANUARY 1 TO DECEMBER 31, 1925. 


The Committee having in charge the erection and equipment 
of the Junior High School Building begs to report its doings 
from January 1 to December 31, 1925, as follows: 


The work of construction has continued through the year 
on the lines of the previous report, and the building was occu- 
pied by the school at its opening session in September 1925. At 
this time the building was substantially complete and equipped 

The Building Committee has however, retained charge of 
the building pending the full completion of the contracts satis- 
factory to the architect and the Committee. 


CONTRACTS AND AGREEMENTS 


The contracts and agreements entered into by contractor 
and the Committee are not in any way effected or invalidated 
by the use of the building by the school, and the Committee feels 
is may safely assure the voters that a completion of the building 
satisfactory to the town may confidently be expected. 


The efforts of the architect and the Committee have been 
directed to giving the town a building of appropriate architectur- 
al design thoroughly constructed; adapted to the uses of the 
school and the community; and eliminating unnecessary costs 
in ornamentation and finish, which would not add to its utility. 
The result is a building which will serve adequately the school 
needs for an indefinite time, and one capable of enlargement 
at moderate cost without change in the present design.

The Committee might easily have expended an additional 
sum and not given the town a building in essentials materially 
better than the present one. The same may be said in a modified 
degree of the equipment which has been installed. There will 
be need of increased equipment in the school as community uses 
of the building develop. 


No provision was made in the original contracts for outside 
lights. This was left for later consideration in connection with 
the equipment of the building. 


ADMINISTRATION 


The original layout of the building contemplated the use by 
the community of the auditorium and gymnasium, when this use 
did not conflict with the school requirements. The policy of the 
Building Committee in its temporary administration of the build- 
ing has been to establish no precedent in its use which did ot 
harmonize with the ultimate purposes of the school committe: 
when it shall have been turned over to it. 


INSPECTION 


'The deputy state inspector of public buildings, Mr, Frank 
W. Saunders, made an inspection of the building December 8, 
1925, and directed attention to several minor changes. These 
ehanges are under discussion and await the outcome of a meeting 
of the architect and Mr. Saunders. 


CONSTRUCTION 


The attention of the architect was called to the seeping of 
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water through the rear gymnasium wall, and other places in driv- 
ing storms. At the Committee’s request Mr. Pitts who is the 
associate architect and highly conversant with the situation, has 
written the committee a follows: 


“To the Building Committee: 


It is the opinion of the undersigned that the exterior walls 
of the gymnasium which are built of four inches of brick outside 
and eight inches of hollow tile inside which is the usual and 
customary contruction for walls of that type, are properly con- 
structed. It is practically impossible to prevent moisture from 
penetrating a brick wall when subjected to a heavy driving rain 
storm. 

The penetration of the moisture through the walls has no 
appreciable harmful effect and is merely unsightly. 

I would suggest to the building committee that they apply 
a transparent water-proofing on the exterior of such walls as 
are affected for the sake of eliminating the unsightly stains on 
the interior gymnasium walls. 

In my opinion the general construction of the building is 
first class for that type of building and method of construction. 
As is usual in all buildings of recent contruction certain minor 
defects such as plaster cracks, small leaks, etc. have appeared. 
Such defects are unavoidable in a new building because of the 
impossibility of obtaining properly seasoned lumber today, but 
these defects will be remedied as the contractor is responsible 
under the contract to make good such defects. 

It is my opinion that the town of Falmouth has obtained a 
very good building at a very reasonable price.’’

We herewith submit our annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1925: 

On April 1st we received from the State Forestry Depart- 
ment about twenty one thousand young Spruce, Pines and Larch 
trees. These trees were planted from six to eight feet apart 
along the slopes around Long Pond, where the forest trees have 
practically all died out and are being cut down by the town. 

We would recommend that all slash from such trees be 
cleaned and burned as so much slash handicaps the planting of 
the young trees. 

Also a fire belt should be made around this planted area, to 
protect these young trees; otherwise, some day a fire will get 
into this section and all this work will be useless. 

We recommend that an appropriation of five hundred dol- 
lars be appropriated to carry on the work of planting and clean- 
ing.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Board of Selectmen, 

Falmouth, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 

I submit the report of the Forest Fire Warden for the year 
ending December 31, 1925: 

Immediately after my appointment in January I submitted 
the following names to your Board with request that they be ap- 
pointed Deputy Wardens: John Overy, Assistant Warden; Ralph 
W. Landers, Everett Noyes, M. 8. Perry, Joseph Ferreira, James 
McGinnis, 8. W. Lawrence, Alton E. Baker, C. B. Fisher. 

I then held meetings of the wardens and at those meetings 
we outlined a general system or scheme to fight forest fires. 
Planned on what could be done in the woods to prevent loss of 
time or confusion. Also it was understood and the law explained 
that no person except the Forest Fire Warden could kindle or 
start a back fire. It was also agreed that men working at a fire 
must be under the direct charge of the warden or some deputy 
in order to receive pay. 

Many other matters were discussed and settled between us 
with the result that when the fire season started it found us pre- 
pared to respond quickly to the fire and to act as a unit with 
team work. 

From this I have the pleasure to report that we have had no 
large fire in the town this past year. The largest fire covered 
an area of 50 acres and that was brush land only. There was a 
total of 87 fires in the town. The total acreage burned over was 
140 acres. The cost to extinguish these fires was $742.92. I ex- 
pended $196.86 for forest fire fighting tools such as water cans, 
pump cans, shovels, brooms (wire), spades, mattox, etc. 

The fire department house and maintain the two pieces of 
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apparatus for the forest fires and see that they are sent to all 
fires at once on receipt of call. 

The state appointed William E. Wheeler of Falmouth as an 
observer in the look-out tower. He proved to be very efficient 
in his work and kept in constant touch with the fire depart- 
ment by telephone. 

At every sign of smoke he would notify the department and 
they would investigate at once. Several unpermitted fires were 
found and ordered put out at once and an two occasions unper- 
mitted fires had gotten out of control when the department ar- 
rived. There were three occasions when permitted fires got be- 
yond control and did some damage. In August the state ran 
short of funds and ordered the towers closed. But the fire season 
was not dangerous and no fires of consequence occurred during 
that period. 

My experience is that a good efficient man familiar with the 
terrain is very necessary in the look-out tower. 

The following is a table of amounts expended during the 
past ten years on forest fires:

There are several places in the township where woods roads 
should be swamped out and cleared so that they could be used 
for fire breaks and a means of getting nearer to fires.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF PLUMBING 


Woods Hole, Mass., 
January 9, 1926. 
My dear Sir: 

I hereby submit my report of the plumbing work being done 
by the local plumbers and contracting firms from out of town, 
all operating on an equal basis under the requirements of the 
State Plumbing Laws, and under control of the local Board of 
Health, and with the co-operation of the plumbers places this 
work now being installed on a uniform and sanitary basis. 

These regulations having been in force since April 13th, 
1925, there being 152 applications and permits issued. Under 
these regulations plumbing is not a mere matter of conveying 
the water to and from a building by a pipe or ditch as some 
would have it, but must have the proper care and attention or 
will very soon become a dangerous nuisance to health, and it 
is for this reason these requirements come under the care of 
the Board of Health. 

Plumbing without any question of doubt is a household ne- 
ecessity and can be made a luxury if the property owner feels 
so disposed, by installing tile bathrooms and fancy and expen- 
sive plumbing fixtures; that of course is a matter entirely his 
own, if they cover all sanitary requirements. 

But the actual plumbing consists of the drains, traps, wastes, 
vents and back air pipes that are installed which convey the 
waste water and soil matter from the building. This portion 
of the plumbing work is as a rule placed under floors, in walls 
and partitions hidden from view, but before covered up or con- 
cealed this work is examined and proven secure and free from 
defects and subject to hydraulic tests.

I herewith submit this report of the Falmouth Police De-

There has been received from the District Court and credited 
to this department by the Town Treasurer up to Oct. 1st, the 
sum of $1,108 30. 

There is due for October, November and December approxi- 
mately $505 which was not received in time for eredit in this 
year. 

Since entering upon the duties of Chief of Police in June

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I have endeavored to serve the townspeople to the best of my 
ability upon all occasions. 

Owing to the lack of funds much of the work that should 
have been accomplished has not been done. Another year a 
much larger appropriation will be needed if the work is to be 
carried on in a proper manner. 

It would seem that the conditions that will exist this summer 
will require that a traffic officer be stationed at the intersection 
of Palmer Avenue with the main road to Boston. <A large group 
of new stores will naturally cause the parking of cars in the 
street, which is much too narrow to allow parking only on one 
side. In order for this to be done is will require an officer for 
some three months at least. 

A motorcycle patrol from Waquoit to Falmouth Heights 
during the day and from Waquoit, through Hast Falmouth, 
Menauhant to Falmouth Heights during the night is reeommend- 
ed. 

Due to the growing conditions of the town and the large 
summer population the sum of fifteen thousand dollars is neces- 
sary to properly police the town. This sum to be used for sala- 
ries of men and necessary equipment. One thousand dollars is 
also needed for the suppression of crime; the fines imposed to be 
returned to the original fund. 

I also submit for consideration and adoption the following 
By-Laws :— 

Section 1. No person shall repair, wash, or clean carriages 
or motor-driven vehicles or cause them to be repaired, washed 
or cleaned in or on any public way of the town, nor shall any 
person occupy any part of any public way as storage room for 
a vehicle of any kind; except in an emergency temporary repairs 
may be made. 

Sec. 2. No person in charge of any horse shall permit the 
same to be fed on any public way in the town while hitched to 
a vehicle unless the wheels of the vehicle are securely fastened 
by brakes or otherwise, and no person shall permit a horse to be 
fed on any public way or in any public place after having been 
forbidden so to do by a police officer of the town. 

Sec. 3. No person shall, in the day time, expose himself, 
in swimming or bathing, in any ponds, streams or waters to the 
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view of spectators from any street, public gounds, dwelling 
house, railroad, boat, steamboat, or vessel, unless properly 
clothed. And no person shall appear in any public place, ex- 
cept a bathing beach, in a bathing suit, unless covered by an 
overcoat or wrap coming at least to the knees. 

Sec. 4. No person shall behave in a rude, disorderly, in- 
solent, or insulting manner, or make any indecent noise, sound, 
or gesture in any public way or other place, or near any dwelling 
house in the town. 

Sec. 5. No person shall use any indecent, profane, in- 
solent, or insulting language, make any threats, or use any other 
language tending to create a breach of the peace in any public 
way or other public place in the town, or within audible dis- 
tance of any dwelling house or other building therein. 

Sec. 6. No person shall be, or remain, upon any sidewalk, 
or upon any doorstep, portico, or other projection of any house 
or building not owned by such persons, to the annoyance or dis- 
turbance of any person, nor shall persons congregate and loaf 
upon any such sidewalk or in any publie way or other public 
place in the town. 

Sec. 7. No person shall stand on any sidewalk or public way 
in such a manner as to obstruct a free passage for pedestrians, 
and no person shall stand or loiter upon any publie way or any 
sidewalk in the town for more than five minutes after having 
been directed by a police officer to move on. 

Sec. 8. No person shall engage in any game, sport, or amuse- 
ment, in any public way, whereby the free, safe and convenient 
use thereof by travelers thereon shall in any way be interrupted, 
or the occupants of adjoining premises annoyed or disturbed. 

Sec. 9. No person, except an officer of the law in the per- 
formance of his duties, shall enter upon the premises of another 
with the intention of peeping into the windows of a house or spy- 
ing upon in any manner any person or persons therein. 

Sec. 10. No person shall throw or place upon any sidewalk 
or cross-walk, any banana skin,, orange peel, or any slippery 
or greasy substance. 

See. 11. No person shall make any indecent figures, or write 
any obscene words upon, or deface by marks, in any manner, 
any fence, building, sidewalk, crosswalk, or ledge. 


ee 
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Sec. 12. No person shall willfully deface or injure any pub- 
lic playground, planting space, flower bed, grass border, guide- 
post or guide-board, official sign, post, or signaling device for 
the direction of traffic, lamp post or lamp or lantern, or any 
pbuilding, fence, or monument or other thing situated, erected, 
or made for the use or ornament of the town. 

Sec. 18. No person shall fire or discharge any gun, fowling- 
piece, or firearm within two hundred feet of any street in the 
town or on any private grounds, except with the consent of the 
owner thereof; provided, however, that this by-law shall not 
apply to the use of such weapons at any military exercise or in 
the lawful defense of the person, family, or property of any 
citizen. 

See. 14. No person shall own or keep in the town any dog 
which by biting, barking, or howling, or in any other manner, 
disturbs the peace or quiet of any neighborhood or endangers 
the safety of any person. 

See. 15. No person, other than a member of a regularly or- 
ganized band or other musical organization, shall play upon or 
make a noise with any kind of musical instrument in any street, 
way, or other public place, without having first obtained per- 


mission so to do from the Chief of Police or Selectmen. 


See. 16. No person shall take part in any parade, pageant, or 
procession on any public way or in any other public place in the 
town unless permission has been granted for such parade, pag- 


-eant, or procession by the Chief of Police or Selectmen. 


Sec. 17. No public way or any public place in the town 
shall be used for the purpose of any public meeting or public 
gathering of any kind, except by permission of the Chief of 
Police or Selectmen, and no person, except by permission of the 
Chief of Police or Selectmen, shall deliver a sermon, lecture, 


_address, or discourse on any public way or in any other public 


place in the town. 
See. 18. No person shall solicit money on any public way 


or other public place, or go from house to house for the purpose 


of soliciting money, or sell any tag, badge, or other article of 
any intrinsic value for the purpose of obtaining money, without 
first having obtained permission so to do from the Chief of 
Police, or Selectmen. 
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See. 19. No person shall place or keep any table, stall, 
booth, cart, or other structure, in any public way or other publie 
place in the town or upon any sidewalk, for the sale of food, 
fruit, merchandise or other thing, without permission first being 
obtained from the Chief of Police or Selectmen. 

The penalty for violation of any of the above by-laws shall 
not exceed twenty ($20.00) dollars for the first offense. 

I also recommend the adoption of Chapter 272, Section 54 
of the General Laws. 

In conclusion I wish to thank the Selectmen, the townspeople 
and the officers of the department for their cooperation and sup- 
port.

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REPORT OF GREEN POND BRIDGE COMMITTEE 


To the Voters of the Town of Falmouth: 

The Committee appointed by the Moderator in accordance 
with a vote at the last regular town meeting has investigated 
the condition of Green’s Pond Bridge and desires to submit the 
following progress report: 

Many meetings have been held; the structure has been in- 
spected in detail; borings into the timbers have been made and 
sounding taken of the depth of mud. The Committee engaged 
a firm of well-known bridge engineers to examine the structure 
in December 1925 with the result that it was declared by them 
as unsafe for public travel, thus confirming the conclusions of 
the Committee. 

Green’s Pond Bridge is a wooden pile and trestle structure 
802 feet long. The bents are about 18 feet on centers with 38-inch 
by 12-inch stringers 16-inch on centers, braced laterally by bridg- 
ing at the center of the span. This bridging has produced rott- 
ing at the center of the stringers. The tops of the stringers are 
generally rotted and many of the ends where they rest on the 
pile capping. Many piles have rotted well into the heart, par- 
ticularly those on the south side of the bridge. 

The first inspection of the bridge disclosed many defective 
stringers calling for immediate replacement which was made. 
Further inspection and boring showed considerably more defec- 
tive members. 

The process of decay is continuing daily and the cost of 
maintaining the long wooden structure has been increasing from 
year to year, 

Green’s Pond Bridge is a link in the Shore Drive from Fal- 
mouth Heights to Menauhant. It is used by thousands of vehi- 
ele during the summer season, for pleasure, for access to the 
cottages during along the shore and for business. In the winter 
the use falls off to considerable extent. From the standpoint of 
necessity in the conduct of the business of the town, the actual 
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inconvenience caused by discontinuing this bridge would per- 
haps not be great as there are other means of access to the prop- 
erty along the shore. From the standpoint of providing attrac- 
tions and conveniences for its summer population which is per- 
haps the chief industry of Falmouth, it would appear to be a 
step backwards to discontinue the bridge. 

It has now come to the point where it is incumbent upon 
the voters to decide whether to: 

1. Build an entirely new bridge. 
2. Repair the existing bridge. 
3. Discontinue the bridge. 

As to No. 1, plans and estimates are being prepared together 
with an advisory report by the Consulting Engineers to be placed 
befroe the voters at the approaching town meeting. 

An estimate of the cost of making such repairs as are im- 
mediately necessary to make the bridge safe for pleasure vehi- 
eles and light trucking will be given, as also an »--.mate for 
practically rebuilding the bridge making use of present material 
which is thought capable of several years use. 

The objections to either of these alternatives is that the town 
will still have a heavy annual maintenance charge, the span of 
the stringers is much too large (18 ft.) for carrying automobile 
loads, the long span tending to put excessive stresses in the tim- 
bers and hasten their decay, and the life of the portion retained 
will be much shorter than the new parts; so that much good 
material will have been practically thrown away in order to 
make use of the old work to its limit and the towu will then be 
faced anew with the question of this structure.

I hereby submit Harbor Master’s report for 1925: 

Have kept a general supervision over all our Harbors, of 
which there are seven. Visited each once a month and some often- 
er. Given locations for several moorings; removed several ob- 
structions from channels; and had some harbor’s channels staked 
out, making them easy to navigate. Have attended several hear- 
ings before the Waterways Commission to improve some of our 
harbors. Would say there has been a good channel dredged to 
a good anchorage basin at West Falmouth Harbor which has at 
least a depth of seven feet at low water. Have reported lights 
when not lighted and have had the town landings cleaned off. 
Last year the town docks were turned over to me to keep in 
repair. I found most of them in very poor condition and very 
much neglected. One thousand dollars was appropriated for 
their repair. I repaired the dock at North Falmouth and the 
Eel Pond, Woods Hole, and the docks at Falmouth inner harbor, 
of which there are two. Had a new cement retaining bulk-head 
put into the west wharf and all new fender piles on front of 
wharf. This dock now needs a new top. I recommend that one 
thousand dollars be raised for this purpose, and general repairs 
to the other dock.

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BY-LAWS. 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five for 
the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected annually. 
They shall serve without compensation. The moderator shall 
at each meeting appoint a committee of three to retire and nomi- 
nate the requisite number of voters, who shall if elected by the 
meeting, become members of the finance committee. 

Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said commit- 
tee may consider such questions with reference to the conduct of 
the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and may consult 
with any and all officers, boards, and committees of the town 
with reference to matters under their supervision; they shall con- 
sider the various articles in the warrant for any annual or special 
meeting, called during their tenure of office, and shall make a 

report of their doings and recommendations to the town. 

Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings, if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money unless 
authorized by vote of the town. 

Sec: 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the town. 


BY-LAWS RELATING TO HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 


Section 1. No person shall go from place to place in this 
‘town selling or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or 
barter, any fruits, vegetables, or fish in or from any cart, wagon 
or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a license 
therefor from the License Board (Board of Selectmen, or any 
other Board or officer may be designated) provided, however, 
that this section shall not apply to any person who sells only 
fruits or vegetables raised or produced by himself or his family 
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or fish which is obtained by his own labor or the labor of his 
family. 

Section 2. The (Board of Selectmen) shall have authority 
to grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intentions to become 
a citizen of the United States. Said licenses, unless sooner re- 
voked by the (Board of Selectmen) shall expire one year after 
the granting thereof, and each person so licensed shall pay there- 
for a fee of $5.00; non-resident, a fee of $10.00. (Note. The fee 
fixed for such license must not exceed that which a license would 
be required to pay under Section nineteen of Chapter 65, R. L., 
as amended by Chapter 242, General Acts of 1916. 

Section 3. No hawker or peddler shall sell, or offer or expose 
for sale, any of the articles enumerated in Section 185, of Chapter 
65 of Revised Law(, or in any acts in amendment thereof or in 
addition thereto, until he has recorded his name and residence 
with the Town Clerk, or such board or officer as may be desig- 
nated by the Selectmen. Every person licensed under the pro- 
visions of the preceding section as hawker or peddler of fruits 
and vegetables shall record his name and residence in like man- 
ner with such board or officer. 

Section 4. No person hawking, peddling, or carrying or 
exposing any articles for sale, shall ery his wares to the dis- 
turbance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean, and do not leak. 

Section 5. Every hawker and peddler licensed by the (Board 
of Selectmen) shall be assigned a number and shall be provided 
by the (Board of Health) with a badge which shall be con- 
spicuously worn by him; and every other such hawker and 
peddler as described in Section three, shall provide himself with 
a badge, of such type, and design as may be approved by said 
(Board of Health) which he shall wear in like manner. Who- 
ever neglects to wear, or wears such a badge without authority, 
shall be punished by the penalty provided in Section 10 of this 
by-law. (Any other board or officer may be designated in place 
of the Board of Health.) 

Section 6. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a 
licensee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 


ee 
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by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number plate, 
to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing the number 
and date of expiration of such license. 

Section 7. No person shall be registered or assigned a 
badge or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such persun have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of his 
registration. 

Section 8. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 

Section 9. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the Same.) 

Section 10. Whoever violates any provision of these by- 
laws shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence. 

Section 11. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. 

Accepted by the Town. February 16, 1917. 


BY-LAWS RELATING TO TRAFFIC. 


Section 1. No vehicle, when passing through the thickly 
settled part of this town shall travel faster than 15 milei per 
hour. 

Section 2. No person having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street thall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer or traffic officer. 

Section 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regula- 
tions there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each offense. 

Voted, that the Town approve of and hereby request the 
Selectmen to make the preceding rules and orders for the regu- 
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lations of carriages and vehicles in accordance with Section 22 
of the General Laws. 
Approved February 1922. 


STANDING VOTES OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH 


ARTICLE 1 

Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town meeting shall 
be given by posting a copy of the warrant therefor in every post- 
office in the town, at least seven days before the time appointed 
for such meeting. Such further notice of any town meeting may 
be given as the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, the town 
clerk shall cause notice of the time and place of holding such ad- 
journd meeting to be posted at the post office in town, which 
notice shall state the business to come before such adjourned 
meeting. 

Sect. 2 Voted that—The annual town meeting shall be held 
on the first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in 
February. 

Sect. 3. Voted that—Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. (See Rev. Laws, Chap, 11, Sects. 332 
and 383. 

Sect. 4 Voted that—No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at 
which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move 
such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the passage 
of such vote and also the time when the notice of reconsideration 
is given. 

Sect. 5 Voted that—The town clerk shall collect all rules, 
regulations and standing votes in force covering the Falmouth 
town meeting or relating to the town business, and they shall 
be published in the town report annually. The report shall con- 
tain the reports of all town boards, officers and committees hav- 
ing the control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list 
of the appropriations for the past year and those recommended 
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for the coming year, and copies shall be distributed before the 
annual meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the local newspapers, if there be such, at least two 
weeks before any special town meeting, the last publication to 
be during the week previous to such meeting, all committee 
recommendations and estimates relating to the expenditure of 
money upon which action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE 11.—Selectmen. 

Sect. 1. Voted that— The board of selectmen and every 
other board or commission of the town shall designate some per- 
son as clerk who shall enter in books all its proceedings and shall 
have custody of its records. On vote of the selectmen, the town 
elerk may act as clerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chapter 35, 
See. 11.) 

Sec. 2. Voted that—lIt shall be the duty of the selectmen to 
investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through their 
hands and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and correctness 
before endorsing the order for their payment by the town treas- 
urer. All such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, 
showing in detail the names of persons to whom payable and the 
purpose for which such order is drawn on the town treasurer. 

Sect. 8. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by the select- 
men unless there is sufficient appropriation to pay the same, ex- 
cept for sums by law payable to the Commonwealth or County, 
for final judgment against the town and for bonds, notes and 
scrip of the town and interest thereon, and for money payable to 
the commissioners of the sinking fund. 

Sect. 4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except the 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and commit- 
tees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if required 
by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of selectmen the 
estimated amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The selectmen shall, 
prior to the 15th of July in each year, advertise for bids to 
furnish the required amount of coal, and shall award the con- 
tracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The contractor for coal 
shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory to the selectmen 
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(said bonds to be not less than one quarter of the total eantract) 
for the faithful performance of his contract. 


Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a general 
oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards 
or not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the better 
conduct of the department, board or committee, and if such re- 
commendations are not heeded, they shall make a record of the 
same in the annual town report, that the town may take such 
action as seems best. 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall present to the 
town at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing to 
serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, 
fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 

Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the select- 
men shall contain :— 

A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past 
year and recommendations of the selectmen for future require- 
ments. 

A report of all town meetings held during the year, including 
the articles of the warrants and the action of the meeting thereon. 

A report of all claims which are outstanding and of all suits 
to which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of 
the circumstances and the standing of each case at the time of 
the report. 

A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
year, the length and width cost of construction and amount of 
land damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. 

Reports of all special committees made at any meetings held 
during the year, together with any other action taken at said 
meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions 
passed. 

The names of all corporations holding franchises granted by 
the town, and a statement as to whether the conditions of the 
franchises have been faithfully complied with by each corpora- 
tion during the municipal year. 


ARTICLE IlI.—Water Commissioners. 
Sect, 1. Voted that—Two of the water commissioners shall 
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give surety company bonds of $5,000 each for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties, and the treasurer of the board, $10,000. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, on or before 
the 7th day of January in each year, shall make a detailed report 
to the selectmen, together with their recommendations: said re- 
port to contain a list of all unpaid water rates of January 1st, 
in each year; the list of such to be published annually in the 
town report, showing the several years in which rates are due 
and unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sects. 12 and 15.) 

Sect. 3. Voted that—The town authorize and direct the 
water commissioners to make minor extensions of water mains 
when, in their judgment, such action would be for the interest 
of the town, the cost of such extension to be paid from the funds 
in their hands, provided that not more than four thousand 
dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extensions in any one year, 
and that a satisfactory bond or agreement be obtained from the 
petitioners to pay a revenue of six per cent. annually for a period 
of five years. 

Sect. 4. All future extensions of the water mains, except 
such as in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary 
to improve the system shall be under a guarantee of nine percent 
annual income unless the town shall decide otherwise by a two- 
thirds vote at an annual meeting.

ARTICLE IV.—Treasurer. 

Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see that all 
boards, committees and officers, except the water commissioners, 
on or before the 5th and 20th day of each month (unless other- 
wise fixed by statute), pay to the town treasurer all sums ex- 
ceeding $10 collected by them previous to that date to the custody 
of which the treasurer is entitled. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, in the 
presence of the selectmen and board issuing the same, all bonds, 
notes, script and other evidence of indebtedness of the town which 
have been paid, and shall file and keep all approved and re- 
ceipted accounts, claims, bills, payrolls and vouchers, can- 
celled bonds, notes, script and other evidences of indebtedness of 
the town which have been paid, unless the performance of these 
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duties are otherwise specified by statute. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 
25, Sect. 72. 
ARTICLE V.—Auditors. 

Sect. 1 Voted that—Anditors shall be required to audit all 
bills and accounts of the town, meeting in April, July and 
October, and thereafter monthly up to the close of the financial 
year, finishing by January 7th, in order that the selectmen may 
not be hindered in the preparation of their report. (See Rev. 
Laws, Chap. 25, See. 79.) 


ARTICLE VI.—Town Officers. 

Sect. 1 Voted that—When the bills contracted or approved 
by any board, committee or officer have exausted the entire 
appropriation for such board, committee or officer, such board, 
committee or officer shall incur no further expenditure except 
in the case where such expenditure may be required by statute, 
and it shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, before 
the close of the financial year to approve all accounts, claims, 
bills and pay-rolls chargeable to their appropriations. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—No member of the board of selectmen 
or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, author- 
ized to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of the town 
for labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished by 
the town, or for a loan of money, shall, either directly or in- 
directly for himself or for any other person, receive any com- 
mission, discounts, bonus, present or reward from the persons 
making such sale, loan, contract or agreement for furnishing such 
goods, wares, merchandise or money. And no town officer. nor 
any member of a board or committee of the town in his individual 
capacity shall contract or have any interest in a contract with 
the town; except in the case of publicly advertised competitive 
contracts. (See Rev, Laws, Chap. 210, See. 8.) 

Sect. 3. Voted that—At any town meeting when special 
committees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed nam- 
ing the compensation of the committee and also a sum of money 
for expenses of such committee, otherwise the selectmen shall 
not draw orders on the treasurer for either services or expenses. 

Sect. 4. All boards, officers or persons except the water 
commissioners shall on the 30th day of December in each year 
settle their accounts and pay to the town treasurer all moneys 
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due on their accounts, unless the 30th falls on Sunday, in which 
case the settlement and payment shall be made on the 29th. 

_ Sect. 5. The auditors are authorized and empowered to 
consult the town counsel at any time in connection with their 
duties. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Sect. 1. The tax collector shall on the 5th and 20th of each 
month pay to the town treasurer all moneys to which he may be 
entitled and on the 30th of December in each year the collector 
shall pay to the town treasurer all moneys in his hands belonging 
to the town unless the 30th falls on Sunday in which case the 
payments shall be made on the 29th. 

Sect. 2. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the 
tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders 
countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 


ARTICLE VIII 

Sect. 1. All bonds or notes issued in the future by the town 

for a period longer than one year shall be in serial form. 
ARTICLE IX. 

Sect. 1. Voted that—Vouchers for all payments made to 
or due the town treasurer from any board of officials of the town 
shall be sent to the auditors. 

ARTICLE X.—Planning Board. 

Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in each 
year to serve for the term of three years. 

Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled un- 
til the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of Se- 
lectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be filled 
by election for the unexpired term. 

Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are stated 
in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to consider and 
advise upon municipal improvements either at the request of 
other officials of the town or upon its own initiative. The board 
shall meet at regular intervals. It may also hold public meetings. 
It shall at all times have access to all public documents or in- 
formation in the possession of any town official or department. 
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It shall examine the plans for the exterior of any public build- 
ing, monument or similar feature, and for the development and 
treatment of the grounds about the same before the adoption 
thereof, and may make such recommendations thereon as it may 
deem needful. It may make investigations and studies relative 
to new street and park developments. It may provide for public 
lectures and other educational work in connection with its recom- 
mendations. Said board may incur expenses necessary to the 
carrying on of its work within the amount of its annual appro- 
priations. 


Sect. 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinuing 
or changing the limits of any way, street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion of at 
least two weeks in advance of action by the board of Selectmen. 


Sect. 5. Such board shall make a report to the town annual- 
ly, giving information regarding the conditions of the town and 
any plans or proposals for the development of the town and esti- 
mates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be sent to the Se- 
lectmen not later than such time in January in each year as 
Selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed by law in force 
relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be filed with the 
Massachusetts department of public welfare.

GENERAL. 


Sect .1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the town for 
poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt deducted by the treas- 
urer before payment from any sum due him by the town for 
work on the roads or for any other service performed. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town official, members of boards or committees shall be 
paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 15.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—On all town work, for the performance 
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of which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be the lowest responsible bidder; preference always 
being given to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal, 


Sec. 4. Voted to—Reduce the number of constables to be 
elected from eight to two, and that the Selectmen have authority 
to fill any vacancy they shall see the necessity for. 


SECTION V. GENERAL RULES. 
Voted that the heads of all departments, making a report 


in the Annual Town Report, to include a list of all indebtedness 
against their departments, not included in their annual report. 
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
